MARKET FAIRS. 


The following letter on the subject | 


of sale fairs throughout Northern Al- 
berta is worthy of serious consideration 
by everyone interested in the welfare of 
the district. Although the writer puts 
the cost to buyers of looking up cattie 
rather high, there is no doubt that it 
costs a great deal more than it would 
if sale fairs were organized, and there is 
no doubt that the cost comes off the 
price of the catile, which is a loss to 
the farmer and those who deperd on 
his prosperity for theirs, without being 
any gain to the buyer. It may be 
some time before it will be possible to 
erganize « general association and a 
series of fairs throught Northern Al- 
berta as suggested by the correspondent, 
but there is no reason why such a fair 
should not be started at Edmonton, at 
once, It would be in the interest of 
everyone in town as well as in country. 
This is something that can be handled 
through the agricultural society without 
waiting for any other or further ergani- 
zation and without any great expense. 
The principal necessity being to arrange 
definitely with buyers to be here on a 
certain day, and give notice of the fact 
to farmers throughout the district. Of 
course cheap corrals and sheds with hay 
at a reasonable rate would be an addi- 
tional inducement to cattlemen to at- 
tend the fair here. Such fairs as this 
are universal throughout the Old 
Country, where buyers and sellers are 
not nearly so far apart as here, and 
they shouid bea much greater con- 


venience here.

MARKET FAIRS. 


Epiror BULLETIN. 

Dear Sir: The question of cattle ard 
hogs versus grain has been recently discussed 
through the press of Northern Alberta, aad 
a uuanimous decision rendered in favor of 
the former, which I think isa sound one. 
Yet I must say there is cne obstacle connect- 
ed with raising cattle and hogs as well as 
grain and that is we have not the proper 
facilities at our command for bringing the 
buyers and sellers in immediate touch with 
one another. The consequence is the buyer 
arrives from the south and lands in town a 
total stranger, and like a fish on the prairie 
iooking for water, he is out of his latitude, 
and is utterly unaware of the whereabouts 
of the cattle raisers. The first thing staring 
him in the face is the ‘inevitable necessity 
of a guide, and in many instances an in- 
terpreter. In order to secure good and 
efficient service and men that are familiar 
with the country he must pay accordingly. 
So to sum the whole inconveniences up, it 
really costs the purchaser, roughly speak- 
ing four dollars per head for every head pur- 
chased, for this service. Now I would ask 
who pays for this ser rice; the answer is 
certainly the farmer. ‘Chis I contend in the 
present state of affairs in a barrier towards 
cattle raising just as much-as our high 
freight rates is a barrier towards grain rais- 
iag. The purchaser in order to derive a 
paying profit must land his stock at the 
different stations at a certain figure, and 
instead of paying the full value to the 
farmer direct he is compelled to jew him 
down four dollars per head to reimburse the 
cost and expense of guide and interpreter. 
Now why not remedy this evil and dispense 
with the folly of engaging a guide and give 
the farmer full value for his stock. The 
remedy to this can be effected by establish- 
ing a market fair association covering all of 
Northern Alberta; or in other words all 
that portion of Alberta laying north of 
Bowden, and hold annual or semi-annual 
market fairs all over the district; and let 
the dates be so arranged that all stock buy- 
ers can take in the whole country in one cir- 
cuit. For instance say have Innisfail fair on 
the first of a certain month. Red Deer on 
the third. Lacombe cn the fifth. Ponoka 
on the seventh. Wetaskiwin on the ninth. 
Ledue onthe eleventh. South Edmonton 
on the thirteen and Edmonton on the fif- 
teenth, and soon taking in the whole dis- 
trict. Legis/ation establishing the associa- 
tion could be enacted somewhat as follows: 
Let the settlers of each station along the 
line of the C. & E, together with all other 
sufficiently populated settlements that de- 
sire to form themselves into market fair sub- 
districts, call meetings and elect from among 
their number a director, who would be 
general observer and manager in all cases 
respecting his psrticular sub-district. Those 
directors when elected could meet in Ed- 
monton or South Edmonton and elect one 
of their number as president. This presid- 
ent, when elected, would be general super- 
intendent all over the district, and would 
be vested with full power as to setting the 
dates of the series of fairs every spring and 
fall and the publishing of the same in what- 
ever manner suitable, The directors of the 
respective sub-districts would be authorized 
to receive and receipt for all member’s fees, 
which would be set: at say 25c.; this I think 
would be sufficient to defray all expenses 
connected with the association, as the only 
expenses of any importance would be the 
expense of erecting cattle yardsin every 
sub-district, advertising and other miscel- 
laneous expenses which would be very trifl- 
ing. As the president would have advertis- 
ing todo, it would be necessary for each 
director to remit say 25 per cent. of all 


membership fees to him immediately after 
the formation of their sub-districts, and 
after the holding of each fair, the balance 
of the raceipts could be applied to the gener- 
al sub-district expenses. 


‘o prevent stcck 
men from driving in large bands of cattle 
and_ horses, it, would be advisable to hive 
some restrictions regarding the number, re- 
stricting each member to enter only say five 
head, any number over five would be subject 
to an extra charge of say 10c. per head eack 
fair day. in all settlements where agricul- 
tural societies are already formed the presid- 
ents of those sdcieties could be ex officio 
directors for their respective market fair 
sub-districts, and hold their annual fall 
show on the same day and grounds with 
their market fair. This combination would 
enhance both and make it: more interesting 
all around. 

If once this market fair association was 
properly estarlished and carried into suc- 
cessful operation, all outside buyers would 
govern themselves accordingly, and make it 
a business to follow up those fairs every 
spring and fall. The farmer in contemplating 
his sales would make fair day his aim, 
drive his stock to the fair, once there find 
himself business with tae purchaser. 
Farther, it would not only be the means of 
bringing together the buyer-and seller,but it 
‘would be the means of establishing a — 
mate market price forall kinds of live 
stock, and in time it would proye to be the 
initial step towards establishing a perman- 
ent and general market all over Northera 
Alberta, which I contend at the present 
time is one of our most urgent needs.

BRITISH PACIFIC SQUELCHED.

C. N. Armstrong, and Hon. J. R. Thibad- 
eau, Montreal; and La Fayette Hayt De 
Friese,; and Baynes-Wright Southwaite, 
London. In brief, the company asks for a 
guarantee on six millions ef bonds, cr $240, 
000 per annum, and 12,000,000 acres of the 
public lands, offering a security of $200,000 
for the performance of the contract and one- 
fifth of the and grant bonds to be held by 
the government as further security. The 
company further propose to endeavor to 
have continental connection and complete 
the line before July, 1902, to the boundary 
ot this province.

A settlers’ train fo: the Northwest left 
Union station Toronto at noon March 10th, 
containing 150 Ontario farmers and 
families, bound for various points in Mani- 
toba and the west. A live stock train 
follows this evening. This practically starts 
the Northwest movement for the year. 


A Cairo despatch of Feb. 14th says: -The 
advance of the British Egyptian troops 
from Wady-Halfa up the Nile upon Dongola 
will be commenced without delay according 
to statements made in semi-oflicial circles 
here. The Connaught rangers have already 
been ordered to Wady-Halfa. The British 
liberal papers oppose the expedition. 


The total work of last season in the Cari- 
boo gold mines of Cariboo, B. C. was 45 days 
9 hours, and the gold product of the season 
reached $60,306. The estimated gross pro- 
duct of the mine for 1896 is $30,000, the 
net profits $213,000. The report says that 
when the appliances are completed the ann- 
ual net profit will be $540,000. Mr. J. B. 
Hobson, the manager, says it is the richest 
gold mine in the world.

Laurier’s subsequent career will be anxious- 
ly watched. If he succeeds he will have 
done so with all the honours of war. If he 
fails he will fail because he has been knifed 
by his church, and because the elements of 
evil are as yet too strong for the elements of 
good in this world. But he will receive the 
admiration and respect of all right thinking 
men. His manly words will ring down the 
ages as an outspoken protest against ecclesi- | 
astical dictation. He will rank as the Can- 
dian Cavour. He nay feel certain that every 
Protestant and every liberal Roman Catholic 
a pa by him to the last.—Toronto

Meetings were held at the following 
places by Mr. Tims, M. L. A., and 
Messrs Marriaggi and J. F. Forbes, of 
the provincial government committee : 
Deep Creek school house, Edna school 
house, Victoria, Egg lake, Beaver lake 
(east side) and Beaver lake west side. 
At every point, after Mr. Tims had 
finished with the topics as representa- 
tive of the Victoria district, the ques- 
tion cf provincial government was fully 
discussed, and good speeches were made 
for and against the move ; and with the 
exception of Beaver lake, (east) the 
petitions in favor of having provincal 
government were signed to a maa. It 
was a pleasure to hear the intelligent 
speeches of the settlers throughout the 
whole district. To an eastern man 
accustomed to see very little knowledge 
of public affairs in the country places, 
the meetings referred te above would 
have been an eye opener, Yet the 
reason is simple namely: in 7 cases out 
of 10 the settlers who come west 
are possesed of more energy and _intel- 
ligence than thos2 who remain east, 
and are accustomed to think and act 
for themselves. A most extraordinary 
state of affairs was found to exist and 
brought up at the different meetings, 
and as the department of the interior 
comes in for the blame, a memo. of the 
grievances is given and it is hoped that 
such serious complaints will be remedi- 
ed with as little delay as possible, 


Ist. A number of settlers have. been 
settled in the vicinity of Victoria from 
10 to 25 years, they want their patents 
and cannot get them on account of the 
townships not being sub-divided, al- 
though several petitions have been sent 
the government asking for survey. 

2nd. The old trail (the oldest in 
Northern Alberta) from Victoria and 
Egg lake, west to Beaver Creek bridge, 
a Cistance of about 25 miles, has not 
been. surveyed. it is the only road 
that every one can travel, until thou- 
sands of dollars have been spent in 
opening up the regular road allowances. 

3rd. The land office at Beaver lake is 
closed and has been since last fall. 
Seven-tenths of the good vacant home- 
stead land is that adjacent to Beaver 
lake. No business of any kind in con- 
nection with a land office can be dene 
without travelling by team anywhere 
from 100 to 150 miles, which is’ a 
strange way of trying to encourage the 
settlement and development of a new 
country. 

4th. Some three years ago the 
minister of the interior gave a definite 
promise that the federal government 
would open up a colonization road from 
South Edmonton railway station to 
Beaver lake, so that the settlers could 
save from 46 to 75 miles each trip made 
to the nearest railway market, nothing 
has been done. 

The satisfied settler is the best immi 
grant agent a country can have, but 
here hurdreds of settlers ask each other 
if this is the place to ask people to 
come to, where every obstacle is thrown 
in their way from the moment they 
arrive, all for want of a little common 
éense expenditure, It is hoped that an

FROM FORT RAE. 


A patty consisting of Jas. Hislop, A. 
Costello, Alphonse Boileau, Fred Rowland 
and D. Evans errived from tbe Landing on 
Mcnday evening. Mr. Hislop, who trades 
near Fort Rae, started south on Jan. 12th, 
with dogs and made the 180 miles from 
Fort Rac to Fort Resolution across Great 
Slave iake in five days. He left Resolution 
on Feb. 4th, accompanied by Costello, who 
went out last fall to Resolution with Ed. 
Nagle. From Resolution they were seven 
days in reaching Fort Smith on Great Slave 
river where Alphonse Boileau joined them. 
This was a slow trip owing to stormy 
weather. Four days from Fort Smith 
brought them to: Chipewyan. They were 
joincd there by Fred Rowland and D. 
Evans, in the employ of Colin Fraser, 
trader. Six days from Chipewyan brought 
them to McMurray with two trains of dogs. 
From McMurray to Lac la Biche occupied 
eight days. This was very slow travelling, 
the delay being caused by scarcity 
of fish for the dogs along the 
route. From iac la Biche they came to 
the Landing with their dogs, and from the 
Landing they come in by freighters’ teams. 
Mr. Hislop brought two dogsall the way 
from Fort Rae. The others which started 
from Fort Rae were left at Chipewyan, hav- 
ing become foot sore. Mr. Hislop traded at 
Fort Rae during the two preceeding winters. 
The winter of 92-93 he spent at Chipe- 
wyan and that of ’91-’92at the Landing. 
So that it is nearly five years since he has 
been in civilization. The world moves slow- 
Jy and smoothly at Fort Kae. Four mails 
may arrive in the year, but two of these are 
extra, so that there is only one winter and 
one summer packet to be depended upon. 
There are private mails forwarded by the 
H. B. Co. at their own expense and for 
their own accommodation and mail is not 
carried for opposition traders such as Mr. 
Hisiop. Therefore he has not been in close 
touch with the outer world, but seems to be 
none the worse. Fort Rae is on the extreme 
northern arm of Great Slave lake and is in 
latitude 63. In midwinter there is about 
fonrand a helf hours sunlight and in the 
summer, although the sun goes down, there 
is sufficient light all night to read from the 
middle of May to the middle of July. It is 
the nearest trading post to the Barren 
Grounds, the edge of the so called woods be- 
ing about 100 miles=from the post, and the 
Indians trading at Fort Ras are the 
principal musk ox aunters and are.the 
furthest north eastern tribe on the contin- 
ent, their hunting grounds adjoining those 
of the Esquimaux along the Arctic coast. 
The Fort is a smali Hudson’s Bay post of 
which John Wilson is in charge. There is 
a Roman Catholic misston near by of which 
Rev. Father Roure is in charge. Two or 
three families of half breeds, formerly em- 
ployees of the H. B. Company, live near 
the Fort. Mr. Hisiop’s trading post is 16 
miles further north on a smail lake. This 
is the extent of the evidences of civiliza- 
tion at Fort Rae. The country is rock and 


“| some time in November last. 
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muskeg, with a growth of small spruce, 
scattered over it, and there are abundance | 


of lakes, most of which have whitefish in 
them/and some have trout. The Indians of 
the region are of the Dog Rib tribe, a 
branch of the Chipewyan nation. Their 
principal dependence for food is on tish and 
renideer. The renideer or cariboo are a 
small deer not much larger thana sheep 
which are found in immense bands on the 
Barren grounds in the summer, and in the 
woods between Fort Rae and the Mackenzie 
in the winter. In their migrations west- 
ward in the fall and eastward in the spring, 
hundreds are slaughtered near Fort Rae, 
and frem this hunt the principal supply of 
provisions is made, The Indians living east 
of Fort Rae, live chiefly on cariboo meat 
and hunt the musk ox for their robes for 
trading purposes. West of Fort Rae in the 
woods towards the Mackenzie, the animals 
having fine fur are found and the Indians 
who hunt them find their principal food 
supply in the fish of of the numerous lakes. 

& summer travel is almost entirely by 
canoe and in winter by dogs. 

Winter set in earlier than usual this year. 
The ground began to freeze about Sept. 10th 
and Slave lake froze about October 15th. 
This is five to ten days earlier than usual, 
The winter was particularly stormy and cold 
throughout the North. The fall fishing was 
poor, but an immense slaughter of deer was 
made close to Fort Rae in the latter end of 
October when they were crossing the lake 
on the ice in their annual migration. A 
small hunt of musk oxen was made last 
Spring, not more tham 200 being killed by 
hunters from Fort Rae. Uwing to the low 
price of robes the traders do not encourage 
the Indians to kill them. No serious sick- 
hess 1s reported around Fort Rae, but a 
disease which was said to be German 
measles prevaled last fall causing one‘or two 
deaths. At Providence Fort and mission 
on the Mackenzie 28 deaths occurred from 
the same disease. The disease also occurred 
at the newly established Church of England 
mission and school at the mouth of Hay 
river on the south shore of Great Slave lake 
where Rey. Mr. Marshis in charge and 
Dr. Reazin is assisting, but there were no 
serious results. This mission is doing 
good work amongst the Indians. 
It was formerly located at Ft. Resolution 
but has been removed. There is a Roman 
Catholic mission at Ft. Resolution, F 
Gandette is the H. B. officer in charge. E. 
Nagle, formerly of Edmonton, is also trad. 
ing at Resolution. Campbell Yorune 
brother of H. §, Young, is managing Mr. 
Hislop’s post at Fort Rae during his 
absence, . 


A good far trade is reported throu I 
the north except that in the Tet ste 
region the marten, which is an important

south of the lower Peace river in the Atha- 
basca district marten were never 80 
numerous. They are probably migrating. 

At Chipewyan on lake Athabssca the H. 
B. post is the head post of the district and 
Dr. MeKay is the officer in charge. There 
are important church of England and 
Roman Catholic missions. Colin Fraser is 
trading there and is making a good trade. 
He has an outfit at Fond du lac at the east 
end of lake Athabasca in charge of Thomas 
Kerr, and another at Little Red river up 
the Peace river from Chipewyan in charge 
of Louis Laframboise. 

The H. B. Co. are building a new hull for 
the steamer. Grahame at os A this 
winter under the superintendence of the 
engineer, Geo. Emerson. The Roman 
Catholic mission also has a new steamer 
completed at Chipewyan ready for launch- 
ing next spring. 

The report of a murder having been com- 
mitted at Vermillion during the winter, 
which was circulated here some time ago, 
was grossly misstated. The occurrence 
upon which the story was based took place 
There was no 
knife used and Gus Clarke, who is in the H. 
B. employ at Vermillion and whose name 
has been coupled with the affair, had not the 
remotest connection with it. Whiskey was 
the cause of the trouble. There was a 
drinking spree in progress and a young 
Indian died, or was done to death uninten- 
tionally, during the spree. Dr. McKay, 
who is a J. P., has gone from Chipewyan 
to Vermillion to investigate the matter. 

A number of trappers are plying their 
vocation along the lower Athabasca and the : 
travellers complain that they are using poison 
indiscriminately to the danger of the dogs 
of travellers and the destruction of large 
numbers of fur bearing animals beyond the 
number which the trappers ever find to make 
use of, 

The members of the party will remain at 
Edmonton until the first open water, when 
they will return down the Athabasca with 
fresh supplies of goods for their several 


trading posts.
